CONSTITUTION OF THE LINCOLN 
OWNERS' CLUB, INC. 


Section 1.-Name and Purpose. 


The name of the club which is a non-pro- 
fit membership corporation chartered in the 


state of Connecticut, shall be The Lincoln

Section 2.-Members. 


The sole requirement for membership is a 


demonstrable interest in Lincoln automo- 
biles including Leland Lincolns, L series, 
K series, and KA-KB series, and membership 


is open to any person with such an interest. 


Officers will be elected by the member- 
ship by pturality vote at the annual meet- 
ing which will take place during the month 
of October. Officers will consist of a 
president, vice-president, secretary- 
treasurer, all to serve for one year and 
until their successors have been elected. 


l1. The principal office of this club 
shall be maintained at the office of the 
president. 

2. The president shall have custody of 
the club seal. 


3. The officers of the club must approve 


all applications for membership in this 
club. 
4. Charter members shall be the first 


twenty-five members who join the club. Fee 


of $25.00. 

5. Dues for active members shall be 
$7.50 per year. 

6. Dues will be charged for the fiscal 
year beginning February 15+.
